DEPUTY CO MMANDANT PRAVIN KISHORE 10343-01 


1* D V Comdt Pravin Kishore (0343-D), has been serving at 750 Squadron (CG) at CG Air 
Station Daman as a staff pilot since Jan 2003. The officer has more than 1800 hrs of flying to 
his credit on HPT-32 Aircraft, HJT-16 Aircraft and DO-228 Aircraft. The officer is a Qualified 
Flying Instructor and had been on the borne strength of Air Force Station Yelahanka since 8 
Jan 2002 for a duration of one year. 

2 On 29 Aug 2002, Dy Comdt Pravin Kishore was detailed for a circuit and landing 
instructional sortie with a Flight Cadet. After a roller take-off, he was informed on Radio/ 
Telephone by Air Traffic Control that the port main wheel of his Aircraft had fallen off. Unfazed 
by the grave situation, he analyzed the emergency correctly and advised the ATC to recover 
rest of the Aircraft flying in the area at that time. Despite the stressful conditions, he 
maintained his cool and flew for two hours and twenty minutes to bum off the excess fuel and 
simultaneously gave instructions to the trainee how to handle such a grave emergency. He 
came in for a landing without the port main wheel. By displaying exceptional skill and 
professional competence Dy Comdt Pravin Kishore (0343-D) executed a perfect landing with 
only the Starboard wheel. Despite the loss of the port main wheel and brakes, he maintained 
directional control with skillful manipulation and Starboard engine thrust. He finally brought the 
Aircraft to a stop on the runway with negligible damage. By landing a crippled aircraft with 
least possible damage, Dy Comdt Pravin Kishore has not only saved a valuable asset of the 
IAF but also facilitated subsequent thorough investigation by providing vital information leading 
to the cause of the incident. 

3. In yet another incident on 25 Nov 03, at about 1910 hrs when he was flying as Pilot in 
Command during night Maritime Reconnaissance mission, the aircraft developed oil pressure 
fluctuations in the port engine. With his sound technical knowledge and flying experience, the 
officer quickly analysed the emergency and shut down the faulty engine. At this juncture, the 
aircraft was 3000 ft over the sea and at 127 nautical miles from the nearest available airfield 
viz Jamnagar. Maintaining his calm and resilience under stressful circumstances, he followed 
all relevant engine handling procedures. Dy Comdt Pravin Kishore flew for almost an hour 
under extreme stressful conditions with optimal management of crew and cockpit resources in 
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a synergized manner and adept airmanship. Despite strong cross tail winds, the officer 
skillfully manipulated flight controls and starboard engine power, to execute a perfect single 
engine landing during night, thereby saved a valuable aircraft with its crew. 

4. Dy Comdt Pravin Kishore is a dedicated Qualified Flying Instructor whose methodical 
and professional approach is an example of his commitment to the profession. His 
perseverance for excellence in the profession is clearly proven by the fact that he was 
awarded the Director General's Sword of Honour and various other trophies during his training. 
The officer was also awarded a book prize at Flying Instructors School for standing 2 nd in the 
order of merit in ground subjects in 110 QFI course. He also achieved Instructional Category 
CAT’B’ on HPT-32 and DO-228 aircraft during Instructional tenures with IAF. The officer holds 
the highest Instrument Rating Master Green on DO -228. 

5. The Air Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Training Command, IAF, had strongly 
recommended the officer for a suitable Coast Guard medal for Gallantry for displaying 
exemplary confidence and leadership in handling a grave emergency there by saving an Indian 
Air Force aircraft. 

6. By handling a grave emergency and thus averting a major disaster, this officer had 
shown his professional competence of the highest order and exemplary display of confidence 
and leadership in air. Dy Comdt Pravin Kishore is therefore recommended for award of

2. The tenure of appointment of the Members at S.No.39 & 40 is for 3 years 
or until they cease to be Members of Parliament or untill further orders whichever 
is earlier. The tenure of Members at S.No.51 to 62 is for 3 years or until further 
orders, whichever is earlier. 


3. Functions: 


The Central Board of Fisheries will be an Advisory Body with the 
following terms of reference: 

(i) To consider and make recommendations on all issues 
pertaining to fisheries and aquaculture including marine 
fisheries, inland fisheries, brackishwater aquaculture, 
freshwater aquaculture and marieulture. 
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(ii) To consider and suggest measures for enhancing the production 
and productivity of fishermen, fish farmers and the fishing 
Industry. 

(iii) To consider and make recommendations on issues pertaining to 
the infrastructure for fisheries and aquaculture. 

(iv) To consider and suggest measures for improving the socio¬ 
economic condition of fishermen. 

(v) To consider and make recommendations relating to 
conservation of depleted and endangered species of fish and 
other aquatic resources and to address the issue of 
conservation of environment iii relation to fisheries. 

(vi) To recommend suitable measures for effecting better 
coordination in fishery development activities and programmes 
of the Central Government, the States and various other 
organisations dealing with fisheries. 

(vii) To recommend ways and means for implementing various 
programmes and schemes for development of fisheries under 
the Centrally Sponsored or the Central Sector Schemes. 

(viii) To consider and make recommendations regarding any changes 
of policy for fisheries including aquaculture. 

Ordinarily, only issues which require consideration at national or 
regional level should be taken up for discussion and not those relating to a 
State or a Union Territory. 

4. Rules of Business : 


a. The Board shall meet once in a year. 

b. The Secretary, Deptt. of Animal Husbandry & Dairying will fix 
date, time and venue of the Board in consultation with the 
Chairman. 


c. The Agenda shall ordinarily be circulated at least four weeks in 
advance of each meeting of the Board.
